REVIEW OF THE YEAR.

THE JOURNAL herewith presents its read- 
ers with its annual summary of the condi- 
tions of trade and of events for the year 
last ended : 











The Paper Trade. 

The year 1883 considered in a commercial and 
industrial view has not been what was hoped for 
or confidently expected at the beginning. But 
when it is remembered that there have been a 
number of epochs in which the condition of busi- 
ness was a great deal more discouraging than 
during the year just closed, and which were fol- 





sharp, margins have been low and profits in all 
cases slender. The prices of paper within the 
“past year have been abnormally low—in fact, 
lower than they have ever reached, not excepting 
the previous most depressed period in 1879. While 
manufacturers have had some compensation for 
the low prices of their product in the lower 
prices they have had to pay for much of their 
raw material, yet it is reasonable to say that 
most of them produced paper last year on 
a smaller margin than they ever did before. 
Prices have reached the lowest limits compat- 
ible with a continuance of profitable produc 
tion; and, while it would perhaps be too much 
to expect any sudden reaction, there is much in 
the outlook to justify the hope that the depres- 
sion, if not already spent, is at least approach- 
ing a point which will mark the turn of the tide, 
and that better things may be expected of the 
new than were vouchsafed tothe old year. In- 
deed our prospects, when compared with those 
of our friends and rivals abroad, are very 
promising. While quotations at the close of 
the year are somewhat lower than they ruled 
at the opening, the shrinkage, such as it is, has 
been so gradual that, without close observation 
or comparison, it has been scarcely noticeable, 
and, all things considered, values have ruled 
remarkably steady. The year opened with re- 
ports from the East and throughout New Eng- 
land of a freezing up on many of the streams. 
This served to sustain prices by lessening the 
production very materially, and came at a very 
opportune time. At this time supersized and 
calendered book papers were quoted at 94¢@ 
ile. ; No. 1 machine finished at 8{ @9c. ; ordinary 
do. at 8@8%c.; fine news, 7c.; ordinary news, 
644 @6}<¢c. ; superfine writings, 17@20c. ; fines do., 
18@1l5c. ; engine-sized do., 10@12c.; No. 1 light- 
weight manillas, 9@9}¢c.; do. heavy-weights, 
8@8(c. ; straw wrappings, 244 @3c. ; No. 1 steam- 
dried straw-boards, $45 per ton; No. 2 do., $42.50. 
About the middle of February a little easier 
tendency was shown on some of the coarser 
grades on offerings from the mills, but this had 
no appreciable effect on dealers’ selling prices. 
The demand at that time for the medium and 
low grades of book paper was ahead of that for 
the highest qualities, and these goods were sell- 
ing at relatively better prices. News and straw 
boards were in sufficient demand to prevent any 
accumulation of stocks, but straw wrappings 
were in full supply and prices were weak. 
About this time, several small manufacturers 
succumbed, showing considerable liabilities, and 
comparatively small assets. There was an 
uneasy and unsettled feeling among many 
of the manufacturers, and while most of 
them endeavored to maintain a firm stand 
as to prices, there were many who sub- 
mitted to slight concessions, in order to se- 
cure business. A little better feeling was shown 
in the month of March. Early in this month a 
modified tariff bill was enacted by Congress, 
and many business men who had for months 
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been subjected to a severe strain, owing to the 
uncertainty of tariff legislation, experienced re- 
lief, as there was some basis on which to make 
future contracts. Later on during this month 
manilla wrappings were marked down a little. 
Nothing worthy of mention occurred during the 
ensuing two months. In May many of the man- 
ufacturers of fine writings rather than resort to 


cutting prices, reduced their output by short-. 


ening their production and only running on part 
time, resulting in adjusting the supply to near 
the existing demand. Other classes of mills also 
shut down, some of them earlier than usual to 
make repairs, and quite a good many shortened 
their production rather than accumulate stock 
on a market of growing dullness. The result of 
the spring season was disappointing. In June 


and July a number of mills shut down, some os- 


tensibly to make repairs, but most of them 
really for the want of business. The most no- 


‘| ticeable decline in print papers took place early 


in July, when a large contract was closed for a 
fair quality of news at 53¢c. At about this time 
super-sized and calendered book was offering at 
the mills at 814@81<c. ; loft-dried, animal-sized 
writings at 12c.,and machine-finished engine- 
sized at 8c. manilla wrappings and being 
about the only grades showing any degree of 


though there was some complaint late in the 
summer and in the early fall of low water, the 
failure of power was only a slight drawback to 


ha the effect of sustaining the market against 
any further decline. From the beginning of the 
fall season prices ruled very steadily, straw 
wrappings and straw boards being the only 
grades showing any decided irregularity and 
weakness. Prices at the close, as compared with 
the beginning of the year, show a decline of 1c. 
to %{c. in news, }¢c. to %c. in supersized and 
calendered book paper, {c. to 3¢c. in extra ma- 
chine finished, 1c. to 2c. in superfine writings, lc. 
in fines, }¢c. to le. in engine-sized writings, ic. 
to Ic. in No. 1 light-weight manillas, ic. to %c. 
in heavy weight manillas, 3¢c. to 1c. in straw 
wrappings, and $7.50 to $10 per ton in steam- 
driei straw boards. 


Jute Butts. 

The year 1883 presented some unusual and re- 
markable features in jute butts, viz.: The 
largest importation ever made, and the largest 
delivery to consumers ever recorded, while the 
cost of import and ruling price was relatively 
lower than ever before. The underwriters have 
reason to remember it as one of unprecedented 
losses. The last six months of 1882, recorded 
in our last annual report, indicated an extra- 
ordinary crop, and the year 1883 fully con- 
firmed these indications, On January 1, 1883, 
our stock was 19,000 bales, and the average price 
for paper quality during the month from 
stock was 23¢@2%c., while the price of butts 
of each grade for future delivery was only 
2@2kc. and 24 @2%¢c. On February 1, 
the stock had increased to 35,966 bales, and 
the average price of each grade during 
the month from stock was 2@2c. and 24@ 
2%¢c. for each grade, and for future delivery 
nearly the same. The Parkfield was totally 
wrecked, and 6,874 bales were lost. On March 
l the stock had increased to 54,675 bales, and 
the average price of each grade from stock was 
114 @2c., 234@2%c., while future deliveries were 
held at 1"¢c. for paper and 2\/c. for bagging quali- 
ties. The stock on April 1 had risen to 58,640 bales 
and prices from stock ruled steady at 1c. to 1% 
c., but dull for both spot and future delivery. 
On May 1 the stock was 69,865 bales and prices 
were unsettled, with sales ranging from 1 13-l6c. 
to 2 3-16c. for paper and mixing butts respec- 
tively. On June 1 there were 76,697 bales in 
stock and the market was more buoyant but 
without change in values. Statements of in- 
jury to the growing crop were prevalent, and 
holders were encouraged. July 1 showed 
heaviest stock of the year, 85,116 bales, but con- 
firmed reports of short crop and the destruction 
by fire of the ships Col. Adams with 7,752 bales, 
the Perseverance with 7,404 bales, and the 
L’Delap with about 3,000 bales, all in the port 
of New York, and of the ship Freeman Clarke 
at Cape of Good Hope with 8,298 bales, gave 
great confidence to holders, and prices became 
firmer, 2c. being asked for paper and 2c. to 
23¢c. for bagging quality, with few sellers. On 
August 1 the stock had declined to 82,000 bales 
and the market continued firm without ma- 
terial change in prices but with great 
firmness on the part of holders, On Sep- 
tember 1 the stock was slightly increased 
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to 84,600 bales, and an active trade in paper 
quality set in with sales at 2 1-16c, to 2}<c. for 
paper quality; but for bagging butts the de- 
mand was small and without change in price. 
The stock fell off on October 1 te 79,795 bales, 
and a large business in both paper and spinning 
butts. Sales of paper quality was done at from 
23¢c. to 2i¢c., the market closing strong at 2i¢c. 
for paper, and 2%{c. to 2c. for bagging butts. 
The Sam’! Skofield was lost at sea with 5,871 
bales of butts. Sales of futures at 2%c. were 
made to a moderate extent. On November 1 
the stock was reduced to 53,500 bales, and a 
more quiet market prevailed, with prices re- 
duced to 2 5-16c. to 2%. for paper, and 25{c. to 
2%c. for spinning butts, the close of navigation 
having stopped sales for shipment to distant 
markets. The estimated sailing from Calcutta 
were larger than expected, adding some weight 
to the decline. On November 1 the stock was 
58,850 bales, and there was a very dull market 
with sales at 2i4c. for paper and 2 9-16c. for 
spinning quality in jobbing lots. The month 
closed with holders firm at 2 5-16c. to 2%{c. for 
paper and 2%c. for bagging butts. 
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Wood Pulp. 


Mechanical wood pulp has been more gener- 
ally used during the past year thanever. The 
price has been lower also than at any time since 
it has been in use for paper making, and, owing 
to this fact and the additional reason that paper 
has ruled so low, paper manufacturers have 
been induced to use more wood pulp. There 
are now so many different qualities of pulp in 
the market that it is difficult to give a very 
close range of price, some manufacturers ob- 
taining gc. to 8{c. per pound more than others, 
Prices have not materially varied during the 
whole year. Spruce has sold from 2c. for the 
poorest quality, to 2%c. for some of the best 
makes. Poplar has ruled about }<c. less. Some 











Norwegian pulp was sold during November and 
December at from 13{c. to 2c. per pound, f. o. b. 
in New York. The year closes with firmer 
prices than at the beginning, as many of the 
mills are only running on part time on account 
of low water, and at present manufacturers who 
ean ship promptly can get a shade better price 
than they could two months ago. 
Wood Fibre. 

What is true in many respects of wood pulp 
can also be said of wood fibre. The past year 
has been a year of the largest consumption ever 
recorded, and prices have been the lowest ever 
quoted, the low price having been an induce- 
ment to manufacturers to use chemical fibre 
freely and the stocks taking the place to a 
very large extent of rags and other paper mak- 
ing materials. There is also a very wide range 
in the qualities of wood fibre as there is of wood 
pulp, some manufacturers being able to obtain 
3¢ to le. per pound more than others for some 
special quality. The variation in price during 
the year has been small, bleached being quoted at 
the close at %{ to 1¢c. lower than at the begin- 
ning of the year and unbleached ¥{ to 3c. The 
year opened with bleached quoted at 43{@c. 
and closed at 414@4¢c., with unbleached at 3}¢ 
@3%e. 

Foreign Rags and Paper Stock. 

The imports of foreign stock at the port of 

New York for the year were given as under : 





Several of the features of the foreign s 
market during the past year were quite similar 
to those which ruled in 1879 and 1880. As in 
those years, paper manufacturers had entire 
control of the market, and prices were brought 
down to such low figures that many goods were 
offered in this and the Boston market for less 
money than they could be imported for. This 
has not been due—as it was ina large measure 
in 1882—to an increased domestic supply, occa- 
sioned by higher prices, but the same causes 
which have depressed almost every line of 
general trade in this country, are responsible 
to some extent for the lessened demand for im- 
ported paper stock. In the large increase 
in the consumption of wood as a_ substi- 
tute for rags and other fibres for paper- 
making probably is to be found the chief cause 
for the depression which has ruled in this mar- 
ket during the year just closed. Values during 
1882 very nearly reached the minimum of the 
memorable year 1878, but lower prices than in 
that year were made on the leading grades of 
cottons and linens in 1883. The imports during 
the past year were very large, as will be seen 
from the figures above, notwithstanding the de- 
pression which ruled throughout most of the 
year, and to add still further to the supply, 
there were some lots left over from the “‘ boom” 
year, which were closed out at a considerable 
loss to the importers. The high grades of linens 
and cottons, particularly the former, found it 
difficult to secure a market, the low prices at 
which they were offered seemingly giving very 
little encouragement to buyers, and oftentimes 
the goods were a drug in the market. As com- 
pared with pricest the beginning of the year, 
the close shows an average decline of %¢c. to 4c. 
in the medium grades of cottons, and %c. to 
‘Yc. in linens generally. 


Domestic Rags. 

While domestic rags have shared in the de- 
pression of paper stock, the effect on values was 
not so great as shown in some others. Foreign 
grades were sold last year at lower figures than 
in 1878, the year of the greatest depression, while 
on the other hand the best grades of domestic 
cottons did not sell last year within <c. to ‘yc. 
of the prices they were sold at in 1878. The 
supply of domestic cottons has been growing 
smaller each year since the memorable ‘boom.’ 
The abnormal high prices at that time were fol- 
lowed by a considerable decline, so that very 
little encouragement was offered to housekeep- 
ers and others to collect and sell rags, and hence 
followed the falling off in thesupply. The smaller 
stocks offering sustained the market against 
the same extent of decline as was shown in for- 
eign goods. Pricesruled very steadily through- 
out the year, having varied within the range of 
only \@%<c., and the demand was more evenly 
adjusted than in foreign stock and prices were 
relatively firmer. The year opened with No. 1 
city whites selling at 45,@4%c., No. 2 do. at 
254 @2 9-16c., and seconds at 1% @1%c., 
and closed with No. 1 whites selling at 
45¢@4ic., No. 2 do. at 23¢@2 7-l6c., and 
seconds 14,@13¢c. Early in the year prices

were at their best, stock being limited. During 
the summer season the supply increased, the de- 
mand fell off and prices declined a little. The 
improvement expected in the fall was not re- 
alized, and the year closed with a dull trade 
but steady prices. 


Rope and Bagging. 

The business of those who have been engaged 
in the importation and sale of gunny bagging, 
either for speculation or to meet the consump- 
tive wants of manufacturers during the past 
year has, without doubt, been the most unre- 
munerative that they have ever experienced. 
The course of the jute butt market, to a greater 
or less extent, governs the market for gunny 
bagging, and this has been shown by bagging 
following jute butts very closely through all 
their gradual and successive variations until 
there was only a small difference in the price at 
the close between the two. Jute butts sold at 
the lowest prices during the past year that they 
have ever been offered. Their relatively lower 
price has attracted large consumers from gunny 
bagging who have supplied their wants to a 
very great extent with butts, and the demand 
for bagging consequently ruled very light 
throughout the year. With manilla rope the 
market was fairly well sustained against much 
decline by reason of its scarcity. English 
manilla rope was quoted at the close within }/c. 
of the quotation ruling at the opening of the 
year. The year opened with a very light de- 
mand for No. 1 Manchester which was 
then quoted at 244@2%{. With the decline in 
the price of jute butts during the summer, and 
the neglect of gunny bagging, prices of the lat- 
ter declined to 14%@2c. With an improvement 
in all kinds of jute goods later on, gunny bag- 
’ ying recovered a portion of the decline in the 
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fsummer, and the year closed with a firmer taar- 
ket, and prices quoted at 244,@2c. for No. 1 
Manchester, showing a difference in price as 


compared with the opening of the year of 
to Kc. 
Old Papers. 

This class of paper stock has shared in the 
general depression of prices, and has not had 
the demand of former years. Unlike domestic 
rags the supply has been so large that prices 
were quite nominal and weak, and, in some 
grades, as for instance, manillas and book 
stock, the fluctuations were very wide. Quota- 
tions at the beginning of the year were: 
Folded news, 15{c.; hard white shavings, 444@ 
4i{c.; soft white shavings 344@3%c.; No. 1 ma- 
nillas, 2}¢@2%c., and solid book stock, 24@ 
25¢c. In July, hard white shavings sold down 
to 3% @4c. ; soft do., 34¢@3}¢c.; No. 1 manillas, 
2@2\c., and solid book stock, 24@2igc. The 
year closed with an average decline of }¢c. to 
%c. from the figures ruling at the opening. 

Chemicals. 

The year witnessed a very fluctuating market 
for chemicals, particularly in bleaching pow- 
ders, the price of which at one time was ad- 
vanced to more than double that which ruled 
early in the year. January opened with bleach 
quoted at 1.173¢@1.25c., soda ash at 1.60c., caus- 
tic soda at 3.20c. andsal soda at 1.15c. Bleach 
became scarce and high in the English market 
and the price was sharply advanced here unti) 
in the month of February it sold at 1.50@1.T75c., 
while soda ash, caustic and sal soda, on the 
other hand, declined slightly. In March, not- 
withstanding there were free arrivals of bleach, 
the price was unbroken, the stock being rapidly 
placed with consumers. Prices continued 
very steady and firm during the succeed- 
ing months until June, when dealers show- 
ed a willingness to make lower figures 
on forward delivery orders, bleach then de- 
clining to 1.42@1.60c. There was a renewal of 
the excitement, caused by the continued scarc- 
ity which sent the price up in August to 1.75@ 
1.873¢c., andin September it went up with a 
bound to 2.374¢@2.45c., and sal soda was also 
advanced to 1.17}¢c. In October, the English 
market being quoted still higher, the market 
here responded by an advance to 2.50c., which 
caught some of the dealers with contracts un- 
filled, taken at, in some instances, half the 
then ruling price. In November, with an in- 
crease in the supply, bleach sold down to 2.25@ 
2.31}4¢c. The year closed with small stocks and 
the price of bleach quoted at 2.37}¢@2.45c., and 
caustic soda at 3.0614 @3.124¢c.

There were twenty-two failures of paper man- 
ufacturers reported, an increase of ten over 1882.

Boston Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


EasTERn OFFICE OF THE LOCKWoopD PRESS, 
49 Federal Street, 
Boston, January 3, 1884. \ 


The state of the paper trade as presented here 
may be characterized as decidedly dull. For 
the first week of the new year this condition of 
affairs is nothing unusual. Rather than seek | 
new business everybody is indoors looking 
over last year’s accounts. As the new year 
grows older, the business pulse will become 
stronger, and trade will not languish. The 
chemical market is in statu quo, demands 
very light, and prices are unchanged. 

Movements in paper stocks are very feeble. 
For future delivery, in February and March, 
quotations are being asked for, but very little has 
been done during the week for immediate con- 
sumption. The supply of domestic stocks is re- 
ported as very small. There is only a limited 
inquiry for No. 1 rags, but for medium grades 
of Western and No. 2 rags the demand has been 
quite fair. Thereisa little animation in colored 
stuffs. Jute stocks are quiet. Gunny is quoted 
at 2 1-16 to 24. No demand for manilla rope, 
and none in store. Advices from abroad show 
that Calcutta stuffs are advancing. The visible 
supply of butts is small, and, if any demand for 
this line of stock is made, prices will advance. 
Some qualities of rags show a little increase in 
price and they cannot be bought at the figures 
ruling last week. Very little doing in old 
papers. The supply of water is somewhat un- 
certain and mills are governed thereby in lay- 
ing in their supplies. Paper-stock dealers are 
very hopeful and they think that during the 
spring supplies will advance somewhat in prices. 

Visiting C. A. Parks, treasurer of the National 
Wood Fibre Company, at his office in the Mason 
building on Kilby street, I was able to learn 
some interesting facts concerning the success of 
the Holmes’ wood fibre machine, for the manu- 
facture and sale of which this company was 
organized. Mr. Parks informs me that ten of 
the machines have already been leased, although 
the company has not yet been able to deliver 
them, in consequence in delay of their manu- 
facture. These orders will, however, be filled 
during the next ten days. This machine is con- 
structed somewhat like a heavy lathe, with an 
automatic movement of the cutting-knife; the 
log, which is cut into lengths of seventeen inches, 
being properly adjusted in the machine, is re- 
duced to a fine fibre about 1-6000 part of an inch 
in thickness and of any desired length. It is 
claimed by the company that the fibre produced 
by this machine is superior to ground wood 
pulp, as the length of the fibre increases the 
strength of paper manufactured from it. The 
machine is able to produce a fine fibre from all 
kinds of wood. I have examined samples of the 
fibre made from spruce, poplar, maple, bass, 
linden and cotton wood, and also several grades 
of paper made from the fibre, some of which 
contained 90 per cent. wood, and I would judge 
from the exhibit that the machine was a valua- 
ble invention. Mr. Parks informs me that one 

hine, rated from 5 to 8 horse-power, but 
really requiring less than 3 horse-power to 
operate it, will produce 3,000 pounds of fibre 
(dry weight) every twenty-four hours, and that 
one man can tend three of the machines. From 
the machine the fibre is carried by blower into 
a drying room where it remains for thirty 
minutes, when it is sufficiently dried for baling 
and shipping. It\|is claimed for the machine, 
that by its use a saving of 100 horse-power can 
be made to each ton of pulp, and a saving also of 
60 per cent. in freight, as the fire is shipped in 
adry state. It will not freeze in winter nor mil- 
dew in summer. Again, in the strength of paper 
is also claimed, as the fibre is maintained intact. 
On a plant of five tons capacity, Mr. Parks 
estimates that with the Holmes machines a 
saving of $100,000 can be made. At the com- 
pany’s works at Gardner, Me., the machine is 
in operation, and one will soon be set up in 
Boston. If all that is claimed for this machine 
can be satisfactorily demonstrated it bids fair 
to work a revolution in the wood-pulp business. 
The policy of the company is to lease the ma- 
chines to parties desiring them in New York 
State or in New England, but to users in other 
States they will be sold outright. The Statesof 
Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota have been sold to two sub-com- 
panies. The company is having applications 
for the machines from all sections of the coun- 
try, and anyone interested in the manufacture 
of pulp or paper might find it profitable to look 
into the merits of the Holmes wood-fibre ma- 
chine.

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Holyoke Notes.

Ho.yo«e, Mass., January 3, 1884. 

These are anxious days for the paper manufac- 
turers as for other business men, who take this 
season to discover how they stand. It is pretty 
difficult to tell how much a pound of paper costs 
without a regular settlement, and so in these 
times of close margins every manufacturer feels 
the risk of selling his product at less than cost. 
Close estimates of the cost are made from time 
to time by all the careful paper makers, but it 
takes the semi-annual inventory to tell the ex- 
act truth; hence the anxiety felt at the close of 
a@ season like that just past. Considering the 
price of stock, labor, coal, &c., paper has sold 
very low for the past six months, probably 
lower than it will rule in the future. I think 
the profits of the Holyoke mills have been gen- 
erally about what the managers of the com- 
panies expected, that is, moderate. No one has 
expected to get very rich with prices running 
so low. The new year starts with paper in good 
demand, and with encouraging prospects ahead 
the market ought to advance. Most kinds of 
business suffer during presidential year, but the 


paper trade is apt to thrive in consequence of 
the great increase in printing during an exciting 
campaign. 

We have plenty of water this week—rain and 
melting snow having both joined in filling up 
the river, but another cold snap will soon bring 
it down again. 

The fine mills are just.now finding consider- 
able interest in the question of cutting rags by 
machinery, something they have not been will- 
ing to try heretofore. But the success of the 
new machine is carrying away all opposition to 
the idea, and one mill after another is discharg- 
ing its rag-help and economizing by the use of 
machinery. The patentees of the Coburn and 
Taylor machines have pooled their issues and 
formed the Coburn & Taylor Manufacturing 
Company, with headquarters in this city. The 
best points in the two inventions have been 
brought together, and the machine which the 
company now makes is doing the business thor- 
oughly. The first set of cutters which strips the 
rags, are the Coburn pattern, while the second, 
which cuts up the strips into any desirable size, 
are the Taylor knives. The American patents 
are secure, and applications have been made to 
patent the machinein Europe. Mr. Whiting, 
Holyoke, Massasoit and Beebe & Holyoke mills 
are all using the machines, or have ordered 
them. Oneor twoorders have also been re- 
ceived from out-of-town. The machines cost 
$1,000, and the royalty is $1 a ton for the rags 
cut. One machine does work enough to easily 
supply any mill in this city. The chief objec- 
tion to the use of machinery in cutting rags for 
fine paper has been that the rags were nat so 
well freed from dirt as when cut by hand, but 
those now using the new machine think the 
paper is even cleaner than before. If this 
proves to be true permanently, it will be as 
much of a gain as the saving in the rag-room ex- 
pense. 

The Parsons Paper Company has just added a 
five-ton rotary boiler to its new equipment. 

Calvin E. Whiting, the long-time foreman of 
the Massasoit finishing department, was taken 
suddenly ill in the mill yesterday and was car- 
ried: home. Louis Bassett, employed at the 
Franklin paper mill, was thrown into the wheel- 
pit the other day and taken up for dead, but he 
revived on being taken home. 

The testimonial which the paper makers and 
dealers have been making as a tribute to the 
worth of the late Charles O. Chapin, secretary 
of the Paper Makers’ Association, was recently 
finished, and the sum of $4,600 was given to 
Mrs. Chapin, at her Springfield home, asa New 
Year’s gift. The subscriptions came chiefly 
from this State, New York city and Philadel- 
phia. 

Congressman Whiting has been spending the 
holiday recess at home, and will start for Wasb- 
ington to-morrow. 

Charles H. Davenport has resigned as travel- 
ing agent of the Hampshire Paper Company 
and gone to the Springdale Company in the 
same vapacity. 

New Year’s is not much of a holiday in New 
England, and most of the mills here were run 
on that day. The foreign population, however, 
wanted to observe the day, and some of the 
mills had to close, the paper mills not being 
troubled in that way. 

T. B. Warren, of Springfield, is the manager 
for a new concern called the West Ware Paper 
Company, which will begin the manufacture of 
news and book paper about March 1 at West 
Ware, not far from here. The privilege is on 
the Chicopee River, where the fall is 12 feet, 
and the mill will make about four tonsa day. 
It has four 1,200-pound engines and a Fourdri- 
nier machine. Our local architects, D. H. and 
A. B. Tower, made the plans for the mill. The 
junior member of this firm has just gone to 
Cleveland, Ohio, to get a contract for a large 
paper mill. 

Engineer Clemens Herschel, of the Water 
Power Company, has been appointed by the 
Governor to assist in resurveying the Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut boundary. 

C. E. Watson, lately salesman for the Chemi- 
cal Paper Company, is going into the paper bag 
and twine business. H. 


The Bleach Combination. 


The committee of the Chemical Manufac- 
turers’ Association has decided to still further 
manipulate the market.’ On and after the first 
of January, 1884, the output of bleaching powder 
will be decreased by a further five per cent., in 
addition to the reduction that has been agreed 
upon and carried into effect since the first of 
May. Weshall start the year 1884, then, with 
a quantity of chloride of linie equal to three- 
twentieths less in the market than in 1883. 

The consequences of this latter step may be 
expected to be mcre serious than those of the 
first. We believe we are correct in saying that, 
according to the best authorities, the production 
of bleaching powder at present is barely enough 
to keep the users of this material in full supply. 
The diminishing of the production by five per 
cent., or one-twentieth, will, of necessity, cause 
some one to be short of bleaching material. Then 
will naturally ensue a sort of competition for 
the chloride, and the highest price paid will be- 
come representative of the whole, which result 
is, of course, only that which the manufacturers 
are calculating on. 

The position in which this proceeding places 
paper makers is a serious one. Its effects will 
be most felt by those who are least capable of 
bearing them. Esparto mills use eleven pounds 
and upward of bleaching powder to a hundred 
weight of glass; their papers have to be got rid 
of at prices which hardly more than cover the 
expense of producing them. They naturally 
cannot be expected to go onif their principal 
chemical advances much higher; they know 
what chance they have of getting more for their 
productions. What are they to do? 

We believe the solution of the difficulty is 
simply this: not to pay an excessive price at all, 
Chioride of lime, formerly a by-product, has 
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become a staple of manufacture in itself. It is 
manufactured for paper makers, who are by 
far its greatest consumers. The bleaching 
works, carried on in connection with the spin- 
ning factories, wholly depend upon this chemi- 
cal for their entire industry, although the pro- 
portion they require is as nothing to our own. 


Let the paper makers, however, combine with | 


the bleachers and offer at least some resistance 
to the pressure being brought upon them. The 
combinationists are working to some purpose 
the machinery they bave organized for wresting 
from usa price for their commodity out of all 
proportion to its intrinsic value. They are 
creating, not a natural, but an artificial de- 


mand, which we unfortunately are not able, as | 


is usual in these cases, to lay on some one else’s 
shoulders. Something at least should be done. 
By exhibiting a tame, submissive spirit, readily 
giving way to the demand made upon us, we invite 
the imposition of heavier burdens. It is time to 
make some sort of stand against this unscrupu- 
lous organization. By showing a bold, steady 
front—by unitedly refusing to pay the prices 
they place upon their productions—we shall 
speedily bring them to a true sense of their 
position. The restraint of production, when 
carried to such an extent, is utterly unjustifi- 
able. No surplus was in the market; the supply 
was no greater than the demand. Their pro- 
ceedings are out of all reason, and deserve the 
censure that every right-minded man will pro- 
nounce upon them.—The Paper Trade Review, 
London.

pounds of paper, 29x42, 40 pounds, to 500 sheets, 
on December 31. 





WESTERN STATES. 


There is a very unsatisfactory feeling in the 
Miami Valley, Ohio, regarding the present shut- 
ting down among wrapping mills. The Halde- 
man Paper Company, Lockland, Ohio, is ar- 
ranging its upper mill to ran regularly on light 
and heavy manilla papers, No. 1 grade. 

W. P. Levis, of Dayton, Ohio, has made im- 
portant changes in his mill, by adding some very 
fine machinery. He is running entirely on ex- 
tra-super calendered plate papers. :

Water-Marks.

Some one has been good enough to call me a 
‘*crank ”"—leastwise,so lam told. Well, I don’t 
mind it. There is something in being a good 
crank. 


We have had rain—lots of it—and yet paper 
makers are grumbling and seem to be afraid 
that all of the water that bas been pouring down 
on us, and all that results from the melted snow, 
will not be enough to carry them through the 
winter. How much do you want, any way? 


The New Haven papers report the suicide of a 
paper-stock dealer, said to be the result of de- 
pression arising from doing business at a loss 
during the past year. I cannot but regret that 
he should have been impelled to this mad act, 
for he was, I believe, one who deserved the 
respect of his fellow men. There are other pa- 
per-stock men whom we could have better 
spared and with less regret. 


A graceful act has been done by a number of 
the members of the paper trade. The late 
Charles O. Chapin distinguished himself for 
fidelity to interests with which he was inter- 
ested and labored zealously on behalf of the 
paper makers of America. Owing to this fact 
his wife received a handsome acknowledgment 
on New Year‘s Day from those who recognized 
his worth. The testimonial was valued at 
$4,600. 


A Northwestern journal has something to say 
about the “paper crank.” Recalling the fact 
that something of the same definition has been 
applied to me, I must admit that this is a sort 
of coincidence. In this instance I don’t suppose 
that the remark is intended for me, but I shall 
apply it to the other fellow. It was as follows: 

“The paper crank seems more energetic with 
the approach of cold weather. In the direction 
of paper there is aothing that he is not anxious 
to do except to tell the truth. He carries his 
theories to a ridiculous extreme, often failing 
to temper them with practicability. So much 
has been actually accomplished, that people 
stand ready to believe a mechanical or scientific 
assertion, without caring to investigate. Thus 
it occurs that a great many foolish yarns are 
readily swallowed, and the paper crank is en- 
abled to pursue his chosen avocation.” 


That comes from the Lumberman, who thinks 
that there is nothing like wood. Perhaps he’ 
thinks that we can’t make a respectable club out 


of paper. 


Not long ago THE JOURNAL showed two de- 
signs of rag-cutters, both very similar in princi- 
ple, yet differing in some points. This stirred 
up the rival inventors, neither of whom, it is 
alleged, had been aware of’ the efforts of the 
other. War was promised, but finally common 
sense prevailed and the rivals madea combina- 
tion, utilizing both machines to produce a per- 
fected e pluribus unum. They succeeded, it is 
said, sud the new machine is the wonder and 
admiration of the paper makers who have seen 
it. It insures economy in the cost of cutting 


rags. 


Some remarks on ‘conscience in boiler mak- 
ing” are going the rounds of the technical pa- 
pers. It might be generally remarked that 
such a thing doesn’t obtain, but as the exception 
proves the rule, it may be said that there are 
some boiler makers doing paper-mill work who 
can be credited with conscience, and a very 
proper one, too. Names are omitted. Would 
like to give ’em ; but the editor asks me if I am 
getting a “commission.” I scorn the insinua- 
tion and repudiate the thought. 


The new year opened rather cloudy. I think 
that there is good omen back of this. Before 
we reach the end of the twelvemonth there will 
be a brighter outlook. It’s sure to come if —— 
is elected President, and Congress adjourns 
without mischief.

The Fibres of Jamaica. 
Oro Capessa, Jamaica, W. I., January 1, 1884. 


To the Editor of The Journal : 

Recently I have become a subscriber to your 
valuable paper, but this is not what I have to 
tell you. I desire through its columns (if you 
will permit me) to inform you and others con- 
nected with, or otherwise interested in the 
manufacture of paper in the United States, that 
in Jamaica and its dependencies, can be obtained 
an unlimited quantity as well as an extensive 
variety of raw material suitable for the manu- 
facture of the best grades, whether to be made 
from wood pulp, palm, bast, or other fibres or 
rags. At present not one of these materials is 
made use of in this country for any purpose 
whatever, but from year to year they are al- 
lowed to go to waste, and are suffered to rot on 
the dunghill, representing a wanton loss to the 
island and the trade of many thousands of dol- 
lars annually. 

In the month of September last, owing to some 
correspondence I had with a gentleman to whom 
I had forwarded some samples of raw materials, 
I was afterward invited by one of your leading 
experts in the paper trade to visit the United 
States, whither I went and spent some eight or 
nine weeks very agreeably, visiting some of the 
largest and most importent paper mills in the 
State of Pennsylvania. I hope that you will 
not consider that my patriotism has induced me 
to overstrain the facts, but I cannot refrain from 
saying that the several kinds of wood I saw 
being used for producing wood pulp, fail in 
every respect to compare with the woods of this 
country as materials for paper stock. 

It is my humble opinion that all fibre-pro- 
ducing plants yield a larger percentage of pure 
cellulose in tropical countries than they do in 
colder climates. I noticed in one of the late 
issues of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL an article 
headed ‘‘ Ginesta” (spartum Scoparum, or com- 
mon broom weed). I think something was said 
about an attempt that was being made to culti- 
vate it and jute in the State of Pennsylvania as 
materials for paper stock, &c. 

Now, if some of your enterprising paper manu- 
facturers would only come down here and see 
for themselves the vast quantity of raw mate- 
rials now lying waste on every hand, such as 
banana and plantain fibre, bamboo, &c., I feel 
pretty certain that American capital would soon 
find its way here to turn all these now useless 

things to profitable account. 

| At this moment the Ginesta is a nuisance to 
the planter. Abundance of it is to be found all 
over the island, as also a variety of fibrous 
plants of the same order. 

Not long ago Thomas Christy & Co., of Lon- 
don, published a pamphlet entitled ‘‘ New Com- 

| mercial Plants and Drngs,” No. 6, ** Fibres,” 
| and in it the statement was made “that the 
| supply of bamboos was exhausted in Jamaica, 
| which caused the paper-pulp factory in St. 
| Elizabeth to stop work.” 

| Ihave made careful inquiries as to the cause 
of the failure, and find that this was not the 
cause, but something else common to many such 
enterprises; namely, reckless extravagance and 
mismanagement. I would refer you to the 
** Jamaica Gazette by authority,” of November, 
1883, a return of all imports and exports during 
the quarter ended July 31, 1883, compared with 
the corresponding period of 1882. It will be seen 
from the schedule there published that the 
bamboo plant is not extinct, as has been stated, 
and I venture to state, and challenge denial of 
these facts, that there is just as much of the 
plant in the country at the present time as ever 
there was at any previous time. Only on one 
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cality, and we should never have to shut down be- 
cause of ice. Wood for fuel, lime, and ali other 
materials are to be had in abundance. Besides 
this, labor is cheap. 

Your motto is ‘‘The Consumption of Paper is 
the Measure of a People’s Culture.” I agree 
with you; but Iam unable at this moment to 
furnish you with statistics of the quantity of 
paper that is consumed annually in this country, 
but I know that it represents a good round sum 
for Government purposes alone, and the fact 
that a large proportion of our population is able 
to read and write, must as a consequence help 
in the consumption to some extent, besides what 
is used for ordinary commercial purposes as 
wrapping and bag papers, &c. 

The experts who have examined the samples 
of raw materials have pronounced them to be 
of first quality, and if you can bring these re- 
marks to the notice of the paper trade, and 
induce parties interested to visit this island 
and see for themselves, you will be doing 
a double service to the trade generally as well as 
to this beautiful island, the resources of which 
are so little known at present. 

You can with every confidence assure your 
countrymen who have any dread of the climate 
that there is no more salubrious climate in the 
world than that which Jamaica possesses. I 
send you a paper in corroboration of these 
statements, containing the expressions of our late 
Governor, Major-General Gamble. They will 
speak more than I could say. 

In conclusion, I beg to say that I shall be glad 
to furnish any information on this subject, that 
you or any of your readers may require, as one 
who is indirectly interested in the paper trade- 
and the future of Jamaica. R.

By the death of William Patton, which oc- 
curred on December 2d, at Waterbury, Conn., 
the entire trade loses an old friend. 

Impulsive, impetuous at times, he was ever a 
sturdy defender of right and principle whatever 
the cost to himself. Of a clear and discriminat- 
ing mind, and with the ability to discover the 
vulnerable part in a sham, he bore a free lance 
for what he thought right, and against what he 
thought false. He took pride in his business, 
and gave it his most unremitting attention. 
William Patton was of Scotch-Irish descent. 
His father, a cotton manufacturer from near 
Belfast, came to this country and settled in 
Brooklyn, N. Y. Becoming a skilled button 
chaser in New York, Mr. Patton went to Water- 
bury to pursue the industry, and was one of the 
first skilled chasers in Waterbury. But soon, 
however, his fondness for reading turned his at- 
tention to the book business, in which he was 
Waterbury’s pioneer, and with which he has 
been identified now for about forty years.

THE PAPER TRADE.—Although the holi- 
days have passed and most of the houses in the 
trade have completed stock-taking and are mak- 
ing their annual balancing of books, we have 
not advanced far enough into the new year 
to expect any improvement.'

The straw-board manufacturers and dealers. 
will meet next week at Chicago, and it is prob- 
able that they will take some action looking to 
shortening the production and give some relief 
to the straw- board market, which is very weak. 

JUTE BUTTS.—The market this week has 
been quiet but firm. The sales were in job lots 
at 21(@2 5-l6c., the market closing firm at 
2 5-16@2%c. for paper, and 2%. for bagging 
butts. The Big Bonanza came in on December 
30 with 3072 bales to a paper manufacturer, 
and the Royal Alice on December 31 with 2870 
bales sold toa bagging house prior to arrival. 
The stock on January 1, 1884, was 49,846 bales. 
We judge that there is a very short crop of jute 
in India, but we are told that much of the jute 
is so short that it is not suitable for packing 
with the usual jute marks, and that a great deal 
of it will be cut and packed as cuttings. The 
estimated shipment for January is 30,000 bales, 
this with shipments made in August, September, 
October, November and December from the 
new crop gives a total of 113,000, from the Ist 
of August to the 3lst of January, which is a 
fair average of ten years past for same period.
